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Market  Summary 


UPPER  FLORIDA 

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at  pool  plants 
regulated  under  Order  No.  6  during  December 
1979  totaled  67.7  million  pounds.   Deliveries 
were  up  3.9  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  8.2  million  pounds  above  the  same 
month  of  the  previous  year. 

During  December,  60.2  million  pounds 
of  producer  milk  was  classified  as  Class  1  — 
down  0.9  million  pounds  from  the  previous 
month  and  up  A. 5  million  pounds  from  December 
1978.   The  percentage  of  producer  milk  in 
Class  I  was  88.95%  in  December  compared  to 
95.86%  the  previous  month  and  93.6A%  a 
year  ago. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers  during 
December  was  $13.81  per  cwt .  —  down  28  cents 
from  November  1979  and  91  cents  above  December 
1978. 

TAMPA  BAY 

Producers  delivered  A7.4  million  pounds 
of  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  12  during  December  1979.   Producer 
milk  deliveries  were  up  3.7  million  pounds 
from  November  and  were  up  O.A  million  pounds 
from  December  1978. 

Producer  milk  classified  as  Class  I  milk 
as  used  in  the  computation  of  the  uniform 
price  to  producers  totaled  A1.5  million 
pounds.   Class  I  producer  milk  totaled  Al.O 
million  pounds  in  November  1979  and  A3.0 
million  pounds  during  December  a  year  ago. 
Class  I  milk  was  87.62%  of  the  total  producer 
milk  during  December  compared  to  93.77%  last 
month  and  91.61%  during  December  of  last  year. 

The  uniform  price  per  cwt.  for  December 
milk  was  $13.85,  a  (Continued  on  page  7) 
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During  1979  the  combined  deliveries  of 
producer  milk  to  pool  plants  regulated  under 
Federal  Orders  6,  12  and  13  totaled  2,077.8 
million  pounds.   Producer  milk  deliveries  in 

1978  were  1,999.2  million  pounds.  These  data 
reflect  an  increase  in  1979  over  1978  of  78.5 
million  pounds  or  3.9  percent. 

Producer  milk  receipts  at  Southeastern 
Florida  pool  plants  increased  from  784.6 
million  pounds  in  1978  to  787.6  million  pounds 
in  1979  —  up  O.A  percent.   Receipts  at  Tampa 
Bay  pool  plants  increased  from  533.9  million 
pounds  in  1978  to  548.9  million  pounds  in  1979 
—  up  2.8%,  and  receipts  at  Upper  Florida  pool 
plants  increased  8.9  percent  from  680.8  rail- 
lion  pounds  in  1978  to  741.3  million  pounds 
in  1979. 

Class  I  milk  sales  in  the  combined  3  mar- 
ket area  totaled  1,973.9  million  pounds  in 

1979  compared  to  1,904.4  million  pounds  in 
1978  reflecting  an  increase  of  3.6%.   In  the 
individual  markets  Class  I  milk  sales  were  up 
4.6%  in  the  Southeastern  Florida  area,  3.0% 
in  the  Tampa  Bay  area  and  3.1%  in  the  Upper 
Florida  area. 

The  percentage  of  producer  milk  classified 
as  Class  I  milk  showecLajdecrease  in  1979  com- 
pared to  1978.   In  19:^  92.07%  of  all  producer 
milk  under  Federal  Orders  6,  12  and  13  was  clas- 
sified as  Class  I  milk  compared  to  92.52%  in 
1978.   Class  I  producer  milk  decreased  from 
93.86%  to  92.74%  under  Order  6,  90.86%  to 
89.33%  under  Order  12  and  increased  from  92.47% 
to  93.33%  under  Order  13. 

The  average  Class  I  price  per  cwt.  during 
1978  was  $13.92  under  the  Southeastern  Florida 
Order,  $13.72  under  the  Tampa  Bay  Order  and 
$13.62  under  the  Upper  (Continued  on  page  6)

USDA  GRANTS  EXTENSION  OF 
TIME  FOR  FILING 


RECONSTITUTED  MILK 
COMMENTS-PROPOSALS 

Dairy  farmers,  milk  han- 
dlers and  consumers  will  have 
an  additional  45  days  to  file 
comments  and  proposals  on  the 
issue  of  reconstituted  milk, 
U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
(USDA)  officials  announced 
today.   The  original  comment 
period  which  would  have  ex- 
pired January  15  has  been  ex- 
tended to  February  29. 

P.  R.  Smith,  Assistant 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for 
Marketing  and  Transportation 
Services,  said  requests  for 
the  extension  were  granted 
because  the  proposals  sub- 
mitted by  the  Community  Nu- 
trition Institute  (CNI)  are 
national  in  scope  and  re- 
quire extensive  study  by 
those  affected. 

The  Assistant  Secretary 
pointed  out  that  the  exten- 
sion is  consistent  with  the 
administration's  policy,  em- 
phasizing that  the  public 
should  be  given  adequate 
time  to  study  and  become 
familiar  with  issues  that 
have  national  ramifications 
and  are  being  considered  by 
the  government.

PRICES  RECEIVED  INDEX  UP  1  POINT 
PRICES  PAID  INDEX  UP  3  POINTS 

The  December  Index  of  Prices  Received  by  Farmers  increased 
1  point  C'i   percent)  to  239  percent  of  its  January-December  1967 
average,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.   Contributing  most 
to  the  increase  since  November  were  higher  prices  for  hogs,  corn, 
eggs  and  cattle.   Lower  prices  for  oranges,  tomatoes,  wheat,  soy- 
beans and  cotton  were  partially  offsetting.   The  index  was  17 
points  (8  percent)  above  a  year  ago. 

The  Index  of  Prices  Paid  by  Farmers  for  Commodities  and 
Services,  Interest,  Taxes  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  259  in  mid- 
December.   Higher  prices  for  feed,  fuel  and  fertilizer  contributed 
the  major  portion  of  the  3  percent  (1%  percent)  increase  over  mid- 
November  and  the  33  point  (15  percent)  increase  over  the  corres- 
ponding month  a  year  earlier. 

The  Ratio  of  the  Index  of  Prices  Received  to  the  Index  of 
Prices  Paid,  including  Interest,  Taxes,  and  Farm  Wage  Rates  was  92 
for  the  month  of  December  1979.   The  ratio  was  down  1  point  from 
the  previous  month  and  down  6  points  from  the  same  period  a  year  ago.

Receipts  of  producer  milk  at 
pool  plants  regulated  under  Federal 
Order  No.  13  totaled  66.7  million 
pounds  of  milk  during  December  1979. 
Compared  to  the  previous  month,  re- 
ceipts of  producer  milk  were  up  5.8 
million  pounds  and  3.7  million 
pounds  below  December  1978. 

In  the  December  equalization 
pool,  61.4  million  pounds  of  milk 
was  classified  as  Class  I.   Class  I 
producer  milk  was  up  2.8  million 
pounds  from  last  month,  and  was 
2.8  million  pounds  above  December 
1978.   Class  I  milk  was  92.11%  of 
the  total  during  December  compared 
to  96.33%  the  previous  month  and 
91.24%  during  December  of  the 
previous  year. 

The  uniform  price  to  producers 
under  Order  No.  13  for  December 
milk  was  $14.17  per  cwt.   The  uni- 
form price  was  down  21  cents  from 
November  and  was  $1.03  above 
December  1978. 

PRODUCER  SUMFIARY 

Under  the  three  Florida  milk 
orders,  437  producers  delivered 
181.8  million  pounds  of  milk  to 
pool  plants.   This  compared  to 
439  producers  and  168.4  million 
pounds  during  the  previous  month 
and  412  producers  and  176.8  mil- 
lion pounds  during  December  1978. 
Producer  milk  deliveries  in 
December  were  up  7.9%  from 
November  and  were  2.8%  above 
December  of  last  year. 

The  average  milk  delivery 
per  producer  was  13,411  pounds 
per  day  for  all  producers  de- 
livering to  plants  under  Federal 
Orders  6,  12  and  13.   The  average 
daily  delivery  per  producer  was 
9,706  pounds  under  Order  No.  6, 
11,190  pounds  under  Order  No.  12, 
and  28,459  pounds  under  Order 
No.  13.
